“can be made a fine document | 
by amendments.” He said, | 


however, that there might be | 
circumstances under which he | 
would support election of a 


board of freeholders to draft | 
an entirely new charter to re- 
place the present ayes 
document. 

Room for Disagreement. 


Dwyer said there was lots of | 
room for disagreement as to | 
whether to take the amendment 
route or the freeholder route 
to bring the charter up to date. 

“T have never taken the 
position that we should never 
have a board of freeholders un- 
der any circumstances,” he de- 
clared. “I believe, however, the 


present charter can be made a | 


fine document by amendment.”

“When the old patronage em- 
ployes were interested in keep- 
ing their jobs, and keeping 
their party in power, they were 
more courteous and more will- 
ing to assist taxpayers and give 
them good service.”

HURT IN AUTO CRASH 


Two Harvard Classmates 
Killed as Group Drives 
Home for Christmas.

GOSHEN, Ind., Dec. 21 (UP) 
—Adlai Stevenson’s son, John 
Fell, 19 years old, was serious- 
ly injured in a car-truck col- 
lision today which kilied two 
Harvard University classmates 
riding in his car. 

The dead were William S. 
North III, 19, Lake Forest, Ill., 
and William C. Boyden Jr., 19, 
Chicago. 

The son of the presidential 
candidate was taken to Goshen 
|General Hospital in serious 
| condition. He suffered a brok- 
en knee cap, cuts and bruises, 
but his condition was said to be 
good. Also injured was another 
classmate, James Gilligan, 19, 
Nebraska City, Nebr. 

North was a son of William 
S. North II, president of Union 
Special Machine Co. of Chicago, 
Boyden’s father is a prominent 
Chicago lawyer. Gilligan is a 
son of Dr. J, P. Gilligan of Ne- 
braska City. 

Stevenson flew from Chicago 
to his youngest son’s bedside, 
accompanied by Dr. James 
Stack, a bome specialist: Wil- 
liam W. Wirtz, one of Steven- 
son’s law partners; Roger Tub- 
by, Stevenson's press secretary, 
and Mrs. John Alden Carpen- 
ter, the boy’s grandmother. 
Police said a truck driven 

Fred Gill of Detroit col- 
lided head-on with the west- 
bound car young Stevenson was 
driving. Gill’s truck was at- 
tempting to pass another truck 
and was in the wrong lane 
when it struck the youths’ auto, 
police said. 

The trucker was not hurt. 
Both truckers were held pend- 
ing an investigation. 

The accident occurred on 
U.S. 20 about 10 miles north- 
east of here. Stevenson’s car 
was On an incline approaching 
a bridge over a railroad.

In 
general, the city has been reluc- 
tant to tie itself up on a long- 
time basis to military flying 


which is rapidly becoming an 
all-jet operation. 
It is feared that with the 


rapid development of commer- 
cial and executive air traffic, 
Lambert might prove to be in- 
adequate to handle unlimited 
military flying too. 

It is understood that the 
Navy and Air National Guard 
have been desirous of expand- 


ing their present facilities at 
Lambert Field and to construct 
some new ones. 


The Air National Guard, now 
le.sing a single hangar from 
the city, would like to build a’ 
new base on the Brown road 
side of the field. Such projects

The city presumably would 
trv to interest both the Federal 
Government and McDonnell in 
investing money for such a test- 
ing field in the proposed second 
airport.

The proposed second airport 
would not be a “secondary” 
airport in the sense that it 
would be limited to personal 
and executive planes.

Dwyer has been active in 
city Democratic politics for 
more than 40 years. He was 
the son of the late Philip ¢ 
Dwyer, one-time Democratic 


city committeeman. The young- 
er Dwyer served as city pay- 
master in 1913-16, resigning to 
become assistant cashier in the

Exaggerates Menace of 
Soviet Moves. 


PARIS, Dec. 21 (AP)—For- 
mer Premier Pierre Mendes- 
France yesterday criticized the 
communique of the NATO 
council meeting last week for 
“excessive pessimism” and 
“manifest exaggeration.” He is 
campaigning to defeat the gov- 
ernment of Premier Faure, 
which indorsed the NATO 
stand. 

Writing in his newspaper, 
l’Express, Mendes - France 
quoted from the communique 
which said the council reviewed 
recent provocative moves and 
ceclarations by the Soviet 
Union regarding the Middle| 
East and Asia. 

“They recognized that these 
tactics, coupled with the con- 
tinued increase in Soviet mili- 
tary capability, created new 
problems and a new challenge | 
to the free world,” he pointed | 
out, and then commented: | 

“Have the NATO ministers 
measured the scope of these) 
words which convey even more 
alarm, since they were im-| 
mediately followed by an out- | 
line of new military measures | 

. as if it were the intention | 
of the West in this manner to | 
take up the gauntlet? Can it 
be said today that the recent | 
Russian gestures really con- | 
stitute a ‘new defiance’ as it 
can be said, for example, in the | 
time of Stalin by their aggres- 
tive initiatives in Iran, in 
Greece, at Berlin, in Korea? 

“Certainly, the granting of | 
Soviet arms to Egypt badly ag- 
gravated things. 

“But alas, it was only a ri- 
post to the untoward Baghdad 
pact which for the West was a. 
mistake for which the results | 
now can be seen.’ 

He added: | 

“Are we going to reply 
simply in announcing a new 
Increase in arms? That would 
be neatly turning our backs to 
reality and preparing for severe 
setbacks. 

“To reply to the new ‘defi- 
ance’ of Russia we should on 
the contrary make a big shift 
fin our efforts in the economic 
and social field.” |

Teachers Are Well Off 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was interested in Reader S. 
A. Wilner’s solution to the teacher 
shortage. Simple he says. Increase 
the salaries to make these jobs com- 
pare with jobs that require similar 
training. 

Okay Mr. Wilner, maybe you're 
right. But how about this: Shall we 
increase the hours and school year 
so that the teachers will work a 
full year instead of nine months? 

Let’s look at my salary and train- 
ing in comparison. I make approxi- 
mately $6000 per year. In order to 
earn this salary I work a full calen- 
dar year with the usual holidays and 
a two-week vacation. Suppose I de- 
cide to work nine months a year with 
a Christmas holiday of not less than 
a week, an Easter holiday (begin- 
ning on Holy Thursday evening) and 
the other school holidays. If I did 
that and was paid at the same base 
rate my salary would be about $4500. 

Ah, but the teacher must have col- 
lege. Well, in answer to that so must 
I. I have a degree from a first rate 
college—graduated in the upper one 
third of the class, and went to work 
for the tremendous sum of $40 per 
week. After seven years experience, 
plus additional training in night 
school, I reached my present level 

My day begins at 8:15 and ends at 
5 and there are a lot of ‘Saturdays 
and evenings in there, too.” 

This letter won't go over with a lot 
of teachers, I know. But I'd like to 
suggest that these teachers take the 
average salary of a white-collar col- 
lege man with the same amount of 
experience that they have and see 
if. based on an hourly or weekly 
figure of actual work, they don't 
compare favorably

Sour Notes at New Harmony 


When Congress meets two weeks from now, 
one piece of business for it to press ahead to 
completion is the investigation of the “manage- 
ment” of the 25-year-old toll bridge over the Wa- 
bash between Illinois and Indiana at New Har- 
mony. This is the bridge that St. Louisans and 
residents of Southern Illinois cross when they 
drive east on U.S. Highway 460 by way of 
Evansville, Ind. 

The finances of the New Harmony bridge may. 
not be a world-shaking theme, but it is pre- 
cisely the kind of matter on which a watchdog 
committee in Congress needs to keep an eye 
when people generally are occupied with larger 
issues. Fortunately there is such a subcommittee 
with Representative Denton of Indiana as chair- 
man and Representatives Price and Simpson of 
Illinois as members. One of the things the sub- 
committee is trying to find out is how a bridge, 
costing originally some $600,000, could have col- 
lected approximately $3,000,000 and still be 
charging tolls and in debt until the House in- 
vestigation got under way. 

Thanks to a request by the subcommittee, the 
accounts and records of the White County 
Bridge Commission (which operates the bridge) 
have been examined by the Comptroller General 
of the United States. The disclosures show 
enough dubious disbursements to make it plain 
that a full accounting for all the tolls is in order. 

The central figure in all this is Roy Clippin- 
ger, former Republican Congressman, who is 
publisher of the Carmi (Ill.) Times and mana- 
ger of the bridge. Investigators for the Comp- 
troller General found it difficult to separate 
the bridge commission, which is a semi-public 
body, functioning pursuant to an act of Con- 
gress, from the privately owned Carmi Times 
Publishing Co. 

Item: “Two (of the three) bridge commission- 
ers are stockholders in the Carmi Times Pub- 
lishing Co.” 

Item: A bookkeeper paid an annual salary by 
the bridge commission “performs no work for 
the commission, but instead works as a proof- 
reader for the Carmi Times.” 

Item: The general clerk of the bridge com- 
mission “spends at most about 10 per cent of 
her time on commission business and the re- 
mainder on Carmi Times business.” 

Item: The Carmi Times printed “guides” for 
users of the bridge at prices ranging from two 
to three times what it would cost to get the same 
pamphlets printed by any of three St. Louis 
printing firms which furnished figures to the 
Comptroller General. The Carmi Times charges 
represented “an abnormally high profit.” 

Item: The bridge commission bought thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of advertising in the 
Carmi Times, but often these advertiseménts 
seemingly were sponsored by local clubs and 
churches without any mention of the bridge 
commission, 

Item: Purchase by the Bridge Commission of 
$71.40 worth of Hadocol (60 bottles) for an 
orphanage so the children could use the boxes 
“for admission to the Hadacol show.” 

Item: The bridge commission bought much 
equipment including furniture, water cooler, air 
conditioner, camera, cabinets, a set of ency- 
clopedias and a dictionary which found their 
way into the offices of the Carmi Times or the 
homes of its employes. (When asked by Chair- 
man Denton about the bridge commission's use 
for the encyclopedias, Bridge Manager Clippin- 
ger replied: “We have a nice office and it didn't 
hurt to have a set of books like that.”’) 

Item: The bridge commission paid the man- 
ager some $15,000 over a period of five years 
for “traveling expenses” although “the relation- 
ship of the trips to bridge business was not al- 
ways apparent.” (Mr. Clippinger, asked about 
steak dinners on trains and in hotels, said proud- 
ly: “I have been the best dinner buyer you have 
ever heard of.”’) 

Congress passed the resolution under which 
Roy Clippinger and his associates on the bridge 
commission operate. Hence Congress has a re- 
sponsibility to put the spotlight of publicity on 
what they are doing with the tolls they take in 
from the traveling public. The Department of 
Justice also has a responsibility to check care- 
fully to see what federal laws may have been 
violated. 

It is not necessary to be a musician to see that 
something is jarringly out of tune at the New 
Harmony bridge. 
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The Deadlock Yields 


The breaking of the deadlock over the elec- 
tion of an eleventh member of the U.N. Security 
Council is a welcome event. But again, as in 
the admission of 16 new members to UN, 
last week, the United States has gained no repu- 
tation for constructive diplomacy by its contra- 
dictory maneuvers. 

The “lottery” settlement by which first Yugo- 
slavia and then the Philippines will the 
two-year term was a clever inspiration of Presi- 
dent Jose Maza. Neverthéless it reduces the 
level of U.N. decision to a lower point than is 
desirable; and however necessary, it is a poor 
substitute for rational give-and-take. 

In these last two major developments in the 
U.N. it seems to us that the United States dele- 
gation has made a poor showing, and that it has 
heen frittering away its prestige. Is some of the 
“agonized reappraisal” which has been suggested 
for other areas of foreign policy adaptable here 
in interest of making this country a 
more influential—because more plausible—par- 
ticipant in U.N.?

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Foreign Aid in a Fog 

The unexampled confusion surrounding the 
Administration's foreign aid program gives Con- 
gress a beautiful excuse for slashing the pro- 
gram to ribbons. Perhaps Congress needed no 
excuse. But to its growing irritation with foreign 
aid is now added a strong feeling that the Ad- 
ministration has been less than candid. 

Unquestionably the Administration did create 
the impression that it would seek a program no 
greater than that of the current year. In fact, as 
Secretary Dulles now reveals, appropriations of 
$4,900,000,000 will be asked, in contrast with 
$2,700,000,000 granted last year. Two billion 
dollars is quite a tidy sum to misplace. 

The explanation for this slight error is that 
the Administration intends to maintain in 1956- 
57 about the same pace of foreign aid spending 
as at present, which is about $4,200,000,000 a 
year, but that it will ask, for the purpose of 
maintaining future spending, higher appropria- 
tions than were granted last year. In effect, the 
Administration is now asking for funds to make 
up for those which Congress denied it last year 
and the year before. 

Secretary Dulles is right, we believe, when 
he says that this country will have to maintain 
a substantial foreign aid program for years to 
come. But the question is not only “how big” a 
program. It is also “what kind.” 

In order to meet the new Soviet challenge in 
Asia and the Middle East, Mr. Dulles is propos- 
ing in effect to superimpose slightly increased 
economic aid upon a large program of military 
aid. But if the new Soviet challenge is primarily 
non-military in character, it may be that “‘slight- 
ly increased”’ economic aid will not suffice to 
meet it. It may be that we shall need to do 
much more on the economic front, and in that 
case one must ask whether we need as large a 
military aid program as is projected. 

Over the last five fiscal years, including 
the present one, Congress has appropriated 
$15,500,000,000 for military aid and $8,000,000,000 
for economic aid. During the same period, actual 
spending has amounted to $14,800,000,000 for 
military and $8,900,000,000 for economic aid—a 
ratio of better than one and a half to one on the 
military. side. Is such a distribution of effort 
appropriate to today’s circumstances? 

This is the real question that needs explora- 
tion. Unfortunately the Administration’s own 
split personality—with its budget balancers on 
one side and its believers in a vigorous economic 
aid program on the other—beclouds that ques- 
tion instead of clarifying it.

How to Move Surplus Food 

The story of CARE’s overseas gift program of 
surplus dairy foods is being spread in the St 
Louis area this week as a public service by AFL 
Milk Wagon Drivers’ Local 603 and their em- 
ployers, the dairies. 

It is really quite a simple story, but important 
nonetheless. For every $1 contributed by an in- 
dividual, CARE’s “food crusade” sends 20-pound 
packages of government-surplus food to the 
needy overseas. The packages contain powdered 
milk, butter and cheese. They go to such coun- 
tries as Italy, Yugoslavia, West Germany, Greece, 
India, Pakistan, and so on. 

CARE’s “food crusade” is conceived on a scale 
that ought not to put much of a dent in the aver- 
age St. Louis pocketbook. A dollar moves sur- 
plus from bulging American warehouses into 
hungry stomachs, and it creates a better inter- 
national understanding. Moreover it may make 
the donor a better human being.

Some Blow It Cold 
It looks as though there were just a bare pos- 
sibility that the Kremlin is getting hep. Pravda, 


the Communist party newspaper, complains 
that Russian music, though full of “social 
realism.” is plain dull. The Soviet Ministry of 


Culture is importing an American production of 
“Porgy and Bess,” wants some long-hair artists 
later, and may top it off with an international 
jam session of jazz. 

The State Department is said to be persuaded 
that jazz is a seriously valuable ideological 
weapon in the cold war. Representative Adam 
Powell of New York, whose wife is the concert 
jazz pianist Hazel Scott, says Count Basie and 
Dizzy Gillespie are going on State Department- 
approved tours of the Middle East, Asia and 


Africa. Louis Armstrong has been making a 
triumphal tour of Europe. 
The trouble with the “social realism” which 


Pravda complains of is that it cannot be pro- 
duced by musicians who are cribbed, cabin'd 
and confined. That is the reason why the Soviet 
musicians do not blow it. Music can even talk 
politics, as the Soviets have been unsuccessfully 
trying to make it do—provided it is free-wheel- 
ing enough. W. C. Handy proved that when he 
wrote “Mr. Crump”—now “The Memphis Blues” 
——asS a Campaign song for the late E. H. Crump. 

But the doctrines of social realism which jazz 
proclaims are that people should be happy, that 
they should blow off steam—pnot that they 
should be stanch little Stakhanovites. As Louis 
Armstrong said in his TV appearance on Edward 
Murrow's “See it Now” program the other eve- 
ning, jazz is obliged to span frontiers “if you 
tap your foot.” And Dizzy Gillespie's comment 
informed of his ideological tour-to-come 
was: “Man.” (An expression of pure joy.) We 
commend to the Kremlin these diktats of dogma 
from two of our foremost jazz thinkers. That's 
social realism.

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Voting Machines on the Horizon 

Voting machines will be offered to all St. 
Louis county municipalities that wish to use 
them in the April city elections, and they will be 
universally employed in the August primary. 

That is the word from Chairman Cole of the 
County Election Board, and it is right on sched- 
ule. Proposition No. 5 of the county’s community 
improvement bond issue provided $675,000 for 
purchase of the devices. All that remains now is 
to sell the bonds and buy the machines. 

The county bought 400 machines with bond 
issue funds in 1954, but this is only about half 
as Many as are needed. A study by Governmen- 
tal Research Institute, a private fact-finding 
agency, indicated at least 757 machines will be 
necessary to cover the county for the November 
general election. The bond issue fund ought to 
buy close to 400. 

One of the principal problems is where to 
store the machines. Of the 400 the county al- 
ready owns, only half fre located in precincts:

The organization of the White House 
Conference on Education should be 
carefully scrutinized by all people, not 
merely professional educators. For 
after having been exposed to the exact- 
ing and rigid mechanisms of this con- 
ference, it seems to me a glaring ex- 
ample of how such large, nation-wide 
conferences should not be conducted. 

To be sure, everybody who wants 
federal aid for school construction is 
happy that this measure was carried by 
an overwhelming 
majority. Surely 
the Republican Ad- 
ministration will 
now have to stop 
dragging its feet 
and do something 
constructive con- 
cerning the na- 
tion’s critical class- 
room shortage.

‘Question of Federal Aid’ 


Now the question of federal aid was 
the only one which the delegates could 
answer with a clear-cut Yes or No. And 
it wasn’t necessary to ask 1800 people 
to travel to Washington from all over 
the country for that. The same result 
could have been obtained by simply 
polling them by mail. It was equally 
foolish to ask the delegates, ‘‘What are 
our school building needs’” The an- 
swer to this question exists in the office 
of the Commissioner of Education, al- 
though he did not see fit to publish the 
facts before the conference met. 


The other questions were such deep 
philosophical problems as, ‘What 
should our schools accomplish?” or 
highly technical questions, such as 
“How can we organize our school sys- 
tems more efficiently and more eco- 
nomically?” and “How can we get 
enough good teachers?” 

As to this last question, one simple, 
obvious way of getting and holding 
more and better teachers — to raise 
their salaries—was not even mentioned 
in the agenda on “teacher shortage” 
handed the delegates. In fact, the in- 
fluence of Administration policies, 
whether on economy or other matters, 
was visible in every sheet of directives 
given the delegates to guide their 
thinking. 


Babble in a Basement 


But even if every delegate had been 
an expert on these highly complicated 
and vital questions, intelligent, thought- 
ful consideration was made impossible 
because of the appalling physical ar- 
rangements. More than 1800 delegates 
were seated at tables of 11, jammed 
close together in a basement room with 
bad ventilation. The babble of voices 
was sO appalling that we couldn't hear 
the people at our own table, while the 
discussion at adjacent tables could at 
times be heard with overpowering 
Clarity. 

We were all pinned down to the 
same tables for three days of constant 
sessions, without an opportunity for 
contact with the group as a whole. So 
we all became heartily sick of our 10 
fellow-prisoners by the end of the first 

ay, 

At the mass meetings during which 
the delegates were assured again and 
again that the conference technique 
was in “complete accord with the dem- 
ocratic tradition of self-expression,” the 
only person who dared to make a mo- 


tion from the floor—namely, to appoint 
a resolutions committee—was promptly 
declared out of order by the chairman. 
Nobody had a chance to support this 
resolution. Most of the 1800 pelegates 
couldn't even hear It. 


This illustrates how easy it is to 
control a huge audience if the only 
microphone is on the platform. This 


purely technical control of free speech 
in mass meetings is something to re- 
member. There is no use trying to in- 
fluence the thinking of an audience 
when you can't be heard. From be- 
ginning to end, the Administration's 
control of the proceedings was never 
endangered. 


Grip of ‘Group Dynamics’ 


An atmosphere of fear pervaded the 
conference, fear of dissent, of not do- 
ing just what the authorities had pre- 
scribed. After a Washington Post re- 
porter published a critical article of the 
proceedings, she was shunned as if 
she had committed some sort of crime. 
One of the “bosses” told her severely 
he was “disappointed” in her. As if it 
mattered what this silly young man 
thought of this reporter or any other! 

I mention these curious details as 
the only way of describing the author- 
itarian atmosphere that choked almost 
everybody, the unpleasant sensation of 


being in the grip of what is called 
“group dynamics,” of being pushed 
around like so many nameless digits, 


of being a grain of sand in a gigantic 
sand pile. 

The sense of hopelessness and frus- 
tration became accentuated by the re- 
ports on the discussions which emerged 
after some four layers of chairmen 
upon chairmen finally regurgitated 
what they had gathered as the sense 
of the meetings at 166 different discus- 
sion tables. As one reporter said, the 
ideas got vaguer and the sentences 
longer at every stage of the process. 

Most of us felt as if we had been 
thrown into an I1.B.M. machine which 
sorted out the lowest common denom- 
inator of human thought while tossing 
all human hopes, ideals and aspirations 
on the scrap heap. 


Futile and Anti-Democratic 


Now, my friends, I haven't tried to 
pin down the psychological impact of 
this fantastic conference just to amuse 
you. To me, what took place is almost 
unbelievable. It was not only the height 
of futility, it is a profoundly anti-dem- 
ocratic concept of how to arrive at a 
consensus of opinion. 


To be sure, you cannot apply town- 
meeting methods to a conference of 
2000 people. There has to be discussion 
in smaller groups as a prelude to the 
final report of a resolutions committee. 
That system has always been used 
heretofore in far larger national con- 
ferences than this one, and it has 
worked very well. If we are going to 
give up such honest procedures, at 
least let's weigh the consequences. 


Let's face it. There is much more 
at stake in a conference organized on 
these lines than the fate of America’s 
school children, however vital that may 
be. For the character of our citizens is 
either developed or frustrated by the 
methods they encounter in public life. 
Therefore, it is essential that the whole 
nation show its resentment of this au- 
thoritarian conference structure which 
threatens all we have hitherto cher- 
ished as our highest ideals,

Is Air Force Adequate? 


At bottom it is this, and not 
the moral failings of the West 
Europeans, which accounts for 
the inertia on the civilian side 
of NATO. 

But why are the Western 
governments so cheerful about 
it all?

Pursuant to this directive, the 
Legislative Committee of said 
Board has made a detailed ex- 
amination of the present city 
government, both as it Is es- 
tablished by the existing chart- 
er and as it attually functions.

As a result of the study 
which your Legislative Com- 
mittee has made, it is their 
opinion that some revision of 
the charter of St. Louis is 
definitely needed. It is also

| time. We acknowledge that

Counterpart currency is for- | 
eign money received in ex- 
change for American aid to 
other countries. Under the law 
it is available to pay expenses 
of Congressmen on official trips 
abroad, and for other purposes. 


Chairman Burleson (Dem.), 
Texas, of the House Administra- | 
tion Committee said today he | 
has asked the department, as | 

. custodian of counterpart funds, | 
to furnish details on how much 
it gave to members of Congress 
this year. More than 200 Con- 
gressmen went abroad during 
the summer and fall. | 


If and when he receives the 
report, Burleson said, he will 
decide whether to make it pub- 
lic. His decision probably will | 
be influenced by the attitude of | 
committee colleagues and House | 
Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Texas. | 


Burleson indicated in an in- 
terview he has no objection to | 
publicizing the figures. He said 
he aims to find out the over-all | 
cost of Congressional traveling | 
this year. His committee has 
jurisdiction over parceling out | 
money from regularly appro- 
priated funds of the House. It 
requires a strict accounting of 
how House committees use these 

* funds. 

Technically, it also has juris- 
diction over the spending by 
House members of counterpart 
funds. A law enacted by the 
Eighty-Third Congress requires 
thta House committees “shall 
make a full report” to the ad- 
ministration group on the use 
of such funds. But some com- 
mittees have found ways to 
avoid reporting this information. 

“I am going to try to get the 
edtails on how much money has 
been spent, including the use of 
counterpart funds, and who 
Spent it,” Burleson said. “ 
don’t know how far I'll get.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
American and Canadian Unions, 
representing 17,500,000 work- 
ers, have an annual income of 
more than half a billion dol- 


lars, a private research study 
shows. 
The bulk of this money, 


$457,000.000, comes from annual 
dues, according to a year-long 
survey of 194 unions made by 
the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board. 

Initiation fees, 
and other sources 
bring the total to “well above 
the half-billion mark,” said 
James J. Bambrick, director of 
the study, in making the results 
public yesterday. 

The conference board is a 
private organization with 3400 
subscribers. Most of these are 
| business and financial firms, 
' but the list also includes 35 
| unions and a number of col- 
_leges, universities and govern- 
ment agencies.

Initiation fees ranged from 
65 cents to $250, 
them between $2 and $5. Skilled 
trades unions have the highest 
initiation charges, the report 
said, while seven unions pro- 
hibit initiation fees in their 
constitutions.

HE rules of soundproofing 
T say that to prevent the pas- 
sage of sound from one 
room to another, the sound ab- 
sorbing materials should be 
placed in the room where the 
sound occurs. What, then, can 
be done when you have a bunch 
of noisy people living over you 
who don’t feel like doing any 
soundproofing? 
One thing is to go up and

You start out on this job by 
installing 2 inch by 2 inch fur- 
ring strips across the ceiling. 
These should be run at right 
angles to the ceiling joists.

Now 
between these wood furring 
strips you install insulation. The

DELIGHTFUL Christmas 
A party was given the other 

day by the secretariat of the 
United Nations. Called “Christ- 
mas Around the World,” it was 
a charming pageant that started 
off with the Swedish feast of 
lights and a Santa Lucia pro- 
cession, to be followed by the 
introduction of the grandfather 
of all Santa Clauses—from Hol- 
land.
